The great preponderance of the issues of the last fortnight consists of re- 
prints and narratives, assuredly a healthy sign of publishing success, besides 
which announcements of forthcoming works are numerous and promising.

Mr, John Russell Smith announces The Life and Times of Daniel Defoe, 
with Remarks, digressive and discursive, by William Chadwick; he has 
completed his edition of Chapman’s Homer, edited by the Rev. Richard 
Hooper; and has lately issued a new edition of Nare’s Glossary. 


Messrs, Chapman & Hall announce a new work by Mr. G. A. Sala, en- 
titled Gaslight and Daylight, with some London Scenes they shine upon.

Mr. Charles Dickens will commence & new periodical on the Ist of May, 
under the title of All round the Year, and on the last of May terminate the 
existence of our old friend Household Words. The new work, like its prede- 
cessor, adopts its motto from Shakspeare, and will bear the following, “The 
story of my life from year to year” (Othello), and will commence with a new 
tale by the editor. 

Mr. Kinglake, M. P., the well-known author of Eothen, is, according to 
the Manchester Guardian, deeply engaged upon his History of the War in 
the Crimea. 

From Paris, we hear that a smaller and cheaper edition of the Napoleon 
Correspondence is in the Imperial press; and that the following have just 
been published :—A Ilistoire de César, by M. A. de Lamartine, destined to 
form the fifth volume of his Vie des grands hommes; the French translation 


| of a work written by Count Cibrasie, Senator, and formerly Sardinian 


Minister, called The Political Economy of the Middle Ages, preceded by an 
introduction of M. Wolouski; the first volume of the works of Shakspeare, 
translated by M. Francois Victor Ilugo, the youngest son of the French poet 
~—it is published by Pagnerre at Paris, and contains the tragedy of Hamlet, 
after the quarto discovered in 1825, now in the possession of the Duke of 
Devonshire ; the first volume of a translation of Motley’s Dutch Republic, 
preceded by a lengthened introduction from the pen of M. Guizot, in which 
a summary is given of the political and social state of England, France, Spain, 
and the other countries of Western Europe, during the whole of the period 
from the Reformation to the beginning of the nineteenth century ; a work by 
Louis Reybaud, entitled Etudes sur le Régime des Manufactures; and Précis 
Critique et Militaire de la Guerre d'’Orient, by Mr. Hippolyte Vigneron. 


The Courrier de Paris states that ‘‘one Anselme Schubiger, a German 
monk, has just discovered the hitherto lost key of the Church music of the 
middle ages ;” adding that “ Father Schubiger is said to have been led to 
his discovery by an ancient tract on the celebrated choristers of St. Gall, 
who, as is well known, flourished from the eighth to the twelfth century.” 


In the course of researches in the Library of the University of Turin, M. 
Benoit, examining judge to the Tribunal of the Seine, discovered in that 
Library, where it is numbered L 111,117 (in-folio), an unpublished transla- 
tion into French verse of Dante’s Inferno, the author of which is unknown in 
Italy, and which appears to have itself remained unheard of in France to 
this day. 

The approaching centenary-jubilee, for the purpose of celebrating the 
anniversary of Schiller’s birth, is already being heralded in Germany by all 
kinds of publications, artistic and literary. The Cotta firm, of Stuttgart, is 
at last going to give the public the critical edition—so long expected—of 
Schiller’s complete works ; an edition on the plan of the Lessing of Messrs. 
Lachman and Maltzalm. At the same time there are to appear a new biog- 
raphy of Schiller, by M. Emile Palleske, and a similar volume from M. I. 
rom which will be illustrated by the first artists in Germany. Another 
artistic work, produced under the inspiration of the centenary anniversary 
of Schiller's birth, is the Schiller Gallery, of which the first part has appeared 
during the last few years at Leipzic, and which will contain 50 plates, repre- 
senting the principal characters in Schiller’s dramas, with a portrait of 
Schiller and his wife. The characters represented in the first part are Hed- 
ing (wife of William Tell), Gessler, Piccolomini, Lady Milford, and Luisa 
Miller. The work will be finished before the 10th of November, 1859. 
Schiller was born 10th November, 1759. 

On Thursday last the Annual Meeting of the Booksellers’ Provident In- 
stitution was held at the Albion Tavern; Edmund Hodgson, Esq., in the 
chair. The report for the past year was read ; it is in the highest degree 
satisfactory. As much as £949 was distributed last year amongst reduced 
and necessitous members. The fund property amounts to £22,412. This is 
really more than double the amount aimed at by the most sanguine of its 
original founders. We earnestly recommend members of the trade, not yet 
members of the Provident Society, to become so without loss of time; very 
specially do we recommend this to young men,—there is every inducement 
held out to them. What is a subscription of two guineas a year compared 
to the right that it gives them to claim relief in sickness and distress? It is 
extraordinary that the present number of members is only 18 beyond 500. 
The benefits are so great that it amounts to improvidence and recklessness 
in many not to avail themselves of such a provision. On looking over the 
figures we find that forty of the annual members, having nearly completed 
their twenty years’ subscription, become life membersjwithout anything more 
to pay, and of the members who have been elected for relief two have re- 
ceived as much as £420, one £846, six £230, and fifteen have received sums 
varying from £100 to £200.
